NAVY ENDS AIR 
CADETTRAINING 
AT THE MOUNT 


The Naval Air Cadet course at Mt. 
St. Mary’s college has been termi­ 
nated.” not later than the date of 
completion of the training session 
scheduled to commence in May of 
this year," it was learned today. 
The announcement was made by 
the Rev. Fr.

Tile 
decision to close Mt. St. Mary's flight 
school however apparently did not 
disturb the program of training giv­ 
en at the Mount to more than 200 
future deck officers for tile Navy.

Allies Capture 
Campoleone, 16 
Miles From Rome

. The Allies reached Campoleone, 16 miles from Rome and 
foujfht today in the outskirts of Cisterna, astride the Appian 
Way to the Italian capital. 
Russian troops were within eight miles of Estonia, maul­ 
ing the Germans in the streets of Kingisepp. 
The RAF let Berlin burn unmolested from massive as­ 
saults Thursday, Friday and Sunday. The Swedes said every 
quarter of the German capital had been hit in the British 
offensive to reduce the sprawling city to the filthy mud flats 
from which it rose. 
Slap Pressure On Spain 
Increasing Allied pressure was applied to Spain and a 
diplomat in Buenos Aires predicted Franco would sever rela­ 
tions with the Axis this week. 
Even the German radio in 
Rome asserted that the little dictator was confronted with the 
issue of “submit or fight” and said the Allies were threatening 
to cut off the food supplies, even as they shut off the flow of 
indispensable oil. Argentina faced a governmental crisis fol­ 
lowing her break with the Axis. 
London reported that the hard-pressed Germans were 
sending reinforcements from northern Italy to bolster their 
swaying lines on the Rome beachhead where at least six Allied 
divisions were ashore. The Germans said a full blown Allied 
offensive was in progress not only in the Rome area but along 
the main battleline 60 miles south and east.

Harrisburg, Feb. I (AP)—Leader­ 
ship for Pennsylvania in the field of 
aviation is an aim Governor Martin 
outlined to a statewide meeting of 
airport operators organizing to pro­ 
mote postwar transportation devel 
opment. 
Declaring “an organization like 
this is extremely valuable,” Martin 
yesterday told the new Pennsylvania 
Trades association “with our density 
of population and the fact we have 
large areas sparsely populated, avia­ 
tion should be developed first in 
Pennsylvania.”

Marshalling its last resources 
of strength, the B-25 climbed 
two hundred feet, levelled off 
briefly and dived straight for 
the Japanese merchantman. 
Sinks Freighter 
An instant later, there was a 
tremendous explosion, a flash of 
fire and spurting jets of smoke. 
In the welter of flying debris, 
the bomber and the freighter 
went to their doom together. 
Thus the Mitchell’s pilot, one 
of the most widely experienced 
and respected airmen In the 
Southwest Pacific, carried out 
the determination upon which 
he often told associates he had 
resolved. 
“ITI never allow myself or the 
crew to be taken as Jap prison­ 
ers, for I feel certain in that 
case we all would be kilted any­ 
how,” he had said. ”lf the time 
ever comes when I see we can’t 
get away, we are going in the 
greatest burst of fire possible.” 
(His name presumably was 
withheld pending notification of 
next of kin).

That time arrived today dur­ 
ing a strike by a force of me­ 
dium bombers from the Fifth 
Army Airforce.

The following statement by Commander Melvyn Ii. McCoy, C.S.N., one of the 
survivors of Japanese terrorism now in this country, speaks for itself. Commander 
McCoy, who escaped from a Japanese prison camp, speaking on behalf of the men 
still in Japanese hands, has requested that this message he transmitted to the 
American people: 


“Jap brutality is beyond description. I would not wish any more 
of our boys to have the same experience. I am sure that if those prison­ 
ers still in Jap hands could send a message to the United States they 
would ask that the home front back them up by b u y in g s many War 
Ronds as they can during the Fourth War Loan drive. 


“And if we can get a message back to them that Americans are 
supporting' the fighting front, I am sure that their spirits would be 
given a needed lift, despite the Brutal treatment. 


“I urge all of you—those with brothers, sons and fathers who 
are seeing action in the Pacific theater—to back them up by buying 
Bonds so that they would have the necessary supplies to avenge our 
men who have suffered at the hands of the Japs. 


There is no way that we who stay at home can avenge this revolting cruelty. 
What we can do is pathetically little., lf all of us put every cent we own into War 
Bonds, it would still be only the humblest gesture to the boys who are doing the 
fighting, the suffering, the dying.
